"In 1940, the Venice de¬ 
partment was eiMnprised of a 
chief and sergeant who worked 
a day shift tni i ui 7 a.m. to 6 
pjn.; a night desk clerk who 
worked from 6 pm. to 7 am.; 
and three full-time police offi¬ 
cers who worked trmn 7 pm. 

"No swing man was available. 
When officen were on their two 
‘days ofr each month, other of¬ 
ficers doubled over and handled 
the other beat 

TTie ^ty was divided into 
four beats. As each officer 
walked hit beat, he called city 
police headquarters each hour. 
Salary was S140 a month, and 
no time off was allowed for be¬ 
ing tick or attending court. The 
officers provided their own uni¬ 
forms and equipment. 

“In 1941. the police depart¬ 
ment wao placed under the 
OvU Service Act by the late 
Dr. John E. Lm sr.. mayor. 
This was the first step in build¬ 
ing of s better and more effi¬ 
cient department. 

"In 1960, in addition to the 
chief, detective captain, captain, 
lieutenant, three sergeants and 
eight full-time officers, there is 
one part-time officer, plus a 
uniformed officer for the school 
patrol at the Broadway crossing. 

Modern Equipment 
‘The city is patroled by two 


equipped with two-way radios. 
Equipnient carried in each car 
includes fire bombs, fire extin- 
guisfaets, riot guns, an inhala- 
tor and oxygen tank, blankets 
and wrecking bar. Two section 
of \ieitioe are' patroled by of¬ 
ficers on foot, and these police 
contact headquarters each hour 
by direct (ritoK lines. 

■The police work eight-hour 
shifts and are off eight days 
each month. There is no r™* 
lost due to sickness or attend¬ 
ing court. The city also pays for 
uniforms, and aU officers ex¬ 
cept one are under civil service. 
The salary of police is 3450 a 
month.” 

A comparison of the months 
of July 1939 and July 1959, 
chosen at random, shows that 
the department's monthly ar¬ 
rests increased from 35 to 178 
during the 20-year period, with 
fines rising from a one-month 
total of $25 to $774. 

With the department increased 
in size and salaries also raised, 
the monthly salary costs rose 
from $930 to $6833.

Many redpients ot unordered 
merchandise ere puzzled as to 
what they should do about It. 
and what their obligations are- 
Halan D. Dobry, executive sec¬ 
retary of the Chdinber of Com- 
merce, stated today that mem- 
bera of the public may be under 
no obligation to pay for mer¬ 
chandise sent to thenr without 
an order unlesa they use it. nor 
are they under obligation to re¬ 
turn It, or provide atorage fa¬ 
cilities In their ho m es for such 
unwanted goods. The tect of bis 
atatement follows: 

“According to the National 
Better’ Business Bureau, with 
which we are affiliated through 
membership, the practice of 
■ending goods through the mailt 
without an order Is widely re¬ 
garded as an unmitigated nuis¬ 
ance — one which can best be 
ended by making H unprofitable 
to the Benders. 

"The sending ot unsolicited or¬ 
ders CO.D. Is a tar greater nuis¬ 
ance, and It also Is In vloletlan 
of postal regulattona. The Pott 
Office DepartmeDt will not 
knowingly permit the malts to 
be used for shipping unordered 
goods C.O.D. Postal regulations 
also provide that unordered mer¬ 
chandise is not acceptable for 
Insurance. The post offiM de- 
parhnent will not make payment 
for loss, rifting or daniage of 
goods tent through the -mailt 
wlthcAit an order. 

"Redpients of unordered mer- 
dvandise gaeraHy are itot 
obliged: to acknowlege its re¬ 
ceipt; to return it; to pay for It. 
unless used; to give it particular 
care; to keep it beyond a rea¬ 
sonable length of tbne. 

"Recipients of unordered mer¬ 
chandise. according to the Na¬ 
tional ^tter Budnea Bureau, 
are obliged: to surrender ft to 
the shipper, or his agent. If 
called for in perso n wtthtn s 
reasonable period of anw — Iq 
which event, the redpient niay 
demand the pajment of storage 
charges before rdinqutshJng it. 

"As a practical matter," Do¬ 
bry added, “no vendor in¬ 
stitute suit for merdiaodiiB of 
little value, since the coet would 
be prohibidve. Because of this, 
many members of the public dis¬ 
courage the p r ac tic e refusbig 
to buy or return any unordered 
goods they receive. They consIgR 
■ud) goods to the wast basket, 
along with any threatening or 
annoying coUeffdon letters re¬ 
ceived coocemtng It"
